The extension of the 
invitation reflects the greatest credit on 
the whole Cabinet, and not least upon the 
Prime Minister, in whom it shows an 
admirable toleration of pérsonal pin- 
pricks. They might have been excused if 
they had taken the view that anyone who 
had constructive suggestions to make in 
a spirit friendly to the principle of 
national government would himself have 
taken the initiative in submitting his pro- 
posals to the Government in detailed and 
comprehensive form. But in these difficult 
times no point of punctilio should be 
allowed to stand in the way of common 
counsel], and since Mr. Lloyd George has 
shown that he would prefer a formal 
invitation the adoption of that course ig a 
proof of wise statesmanship. 

A certain touchiness about the reception 
of his speeches by the Cabinet was always 
misconceived. He read into Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s references to his plans an & priori 
rejection which was not there, Brounh it is | 
robably true that Mr. Lloyd George and 
fr. Chamberlain hold very different views 
of the value of a great expenditure on 
public works as the solution of unemploy- 
ment. He forgot that the Chancellor ot the 
Exchequer has a very special responsibility 
in these matters, and that on the occasion 
in question Mr. Chamberlain was rightly 
concerned to avoid any phrase which might 
have been misrepresented. All these mis- 
conceptions have now been swent out of 
the way, and it rests with Mr. Lloyd 
George to submit his plans as soon as 
possible. : 
Prompt action of this kind is quite a 
different matter from panic, and it would 
be a profound mistake to suppose that the 
issue of the invitation and the determina- 
tion to follow it up are due to any 
bewilderment on the part of the Govern- 
ment. What has ‘been done is to accept 
an offer of advice from a statesman of great 
experience and of proved versatility and 
courage. If, therefore, it is natural that 
the Government should welcome Mr. 
Lloyd George's advice,.so it is. just as 
natural that Mr. Lloyd George ould offer 
it to the Government, and it follows that 
the issue and the acceptance of the invita- 
tion should help to steady public opinion.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—In to-day’s leading article in your 
paper you make a strong plea to Mr; Thomas 
and Presidznt de Valera to arrange a con- 
ference to settle the dispute between England 
and tne Free State. You, in common with a 
large number of people on both sides of the 
Irish Sea, think that the principal people 
in this dispute are reasonable men, capable of 
facing facts, and have. brains enough to 
arrange a mutually satisfactory settlement. 
But the whole history of the dispute, and 
the antecedents of the people who are engaged 
in the dispute, show not only lack of plain 
common sense, but considerable obstinacy in 
chasing the unattainable. 

President de Valera and his Executive 
Council are perfectly well aware that it is 
common dishonesty to keep the land annuities 
from the bond-holders, who lent the money 
to purchase land, and they play on the 
ignorance of the Irish people in the matter 
by saying: “ We will not pay England this 
tribute.”” But the English people do not 
want the money for themselves; they only 
want to keep their promise to the bond- 
holders. Why do not Mr. Thomas and his 
advisers transfer this liability to the bond- 
holders to pay the interest on their bonds 
to the Free State Government, as the latter 
are apparently collecting the annuities 
already? After all, they already transferred 
a a lot of their liabilities and assets to 
the Free State Government at its birth. Some 
per le would say to this: ‘‘ But they would 
ve breaking their word to the bond-holders.”’ 
[ do not think so, as they only backed the 
bonds as the Irish Government of the day. 
This solution would completely solve the 
dispute with a stroke of the pen, and would 
cause the Free State Government either to 
default on the interest payments to the 
bond-holders, lose their borrowing power 
ithmediately and go crash; or pay their way 
to get back their markets free of all tariffs. 
Thus President de Valera would have his 
bluff called, and the Free State would know 
at least how they stood, and could plan for 
future prosperity. 

I would like to have your readers’ opinions 
on this, as our politicians do not appear to 
be capable of consecutive thought.—Yours, 
etc., .
